And it ia not only consumption, the Atiite plague, that ia to lie 
guarded against Any one of a dozen diaeaaes may be communicated 
in the HHiue manner. The doctor! reporting to the State Hoard of 
Health last year listed .'IH.IIOO caaes of venereal diseases in Kentucky 
alone. The Hlack Plague is, therefore, in our midst, sometimes more 
loathsome even than consumption, and it ia not impoasible to com 
municate it in the same way. 

And then, to say nothing of the pnaaibility of contracting die 
ease, who relishes the thought of drinking after anyone and everyone 
he chances to see and meet — the foul breath, the unclean lipa, the 
dirty teeth, the drooping mustache, smeared with tobacco juice- 
enough.

"Inebriety, though a dlaeaae. has 
been produord by vice and leade to 
crime. 

"Tbe appetites and passions should 
be under the control of the will, and 
so guided and directed by Ihe reason 
as to promote physical, mental and 
moml health. When they are not thus 
under the control of Ihe will and are 
not thus guided by tbe reaaon. the re- 
sult is internpersncc. There may be 
an intemperate eating, aa well as sa 
Intemperate drinking, an lnt< mperaro 
use of coffee, aa well aa an Intemper- 
ate use of beer or wine. Such yield 
Ing to the appetites, such allowing of 
thtm to esrspe from the control of 
tbe will and the reason, is a 
cVlultony is ss truly a 
enness. though not a vice which pro- 
duces anything like aa seriously inju- 
rious results either to Ihe Individual 
or to aorlely. Gluttony Is a sin and 
tbe glutton la a sinner. He Is not 
to pity himself as a victim, but to con- 
demn himself aa a sinner Thla self 
condemnation Is the first step toward 
reform. So drunkeuness Is a sin and 
the drunkard is a sinner. He also 
Is not lu pity himself as a victim, but 
lo condemn himself as a sinner. This 
aelf-condemnatlon in bla cane, as la 
Ihe case of I lie glutton, is tbe first 
si.p. 

toward real 

"Hut while Intemperance In sll its 
fnrms is a sin. the disease which It 
produces Is not a sin. Gluttony may 
produce dyspepsia; dyspepsia Is not s 
sin, though It may be a reault of sin. 
Fxcesslve drinking of tea may, and 
often does, produce serious nervous 
disease; nervous disease la not a sin. 
though it may be a result of atn. Ex- 
cessive drinking of alcohol produces 
a disease known as inebriety; that 
disease Is not a sin, although it ta al- 
ways a result of sin. One of tbe ef- 
fects of this disease Is a loss of self- 
control. He who Is afflicted wllh this 
In Its most serious form Is as unable 
to control his appetltee as a man af- 
flicted with locomotor ataxia la to 
control hia muaclea To put a man 
afflicted with this dlseaae In Jail until 
he haa recovered from the Immediate 
Intoxication, and then send him out 
again Into temptations which he is 
powerless to resist, is inexcusable 
folly. If a nan has brought insanity 
upon himself by vice, we do not pun- 
ish the insanity. We act ourselves to 
cure it. inebriety is. In this respect, 
analogous to Insanity. It Is not to 
be punished: it is to be cured. This 
Is none tbe less true because Inebri- 
ety Is almost always, aa insanity Is 
frequently, 'he result of vice. Society 
should distinguish between these 
three — vice, dlseaae. crime — which It 
often confounds. The remedy for the 
vice of Intemperance Is largely moral 
and Intellectual, or. In the broad sens* 
of the term, character building. The 
remedy for the disease which thst 
vice produces Is partly moral and part- 
ly physical For the Crimea into which 
tbe vice often leads the Intemperate 
person, society must, in self-protec- 
tion, provide some form of punish- 
ment 

"But, In our Judgment, punishment, 
whether for the vice which produces 
the dlseaae or for the crime wblch 
follows, ahould always be reformatory, 
not vindictive. In its character. The 
distinction between kin and dlseaae la 
not easy to draw. Jesus Christ habit- 
ually treated sin as a disease which 
he had come to cure When he was 
condemned for aaaociatlng wllh pub- 
llcana and sinners, he replied that 
they which were whole reeded not s 
physician, but they which were sick. 
It haa been well said that. If drunken- 
ness produces poverty. It Is equally 
true that poverty produces drunken- 
ness. How far the boy who bas 
grown up in a family where there Is 
no control of the appetites, who baa 
Inherited from the father and mother 
a diaeased appetite, who lives In an 
atmosphere which Intensifies the crav- 
ing for stiinulunta. whose Inadequate 
or ire proper food further Intensifies 
that craving— how far he la a guilty 
peraon to be punished, how far a dis- 
eased person to be cured, is a ques- 
tion to which no definite and final an- 
swer car be given. 

Ul.il- Is true of drunkenness Is 
•rue of other sins. They sre partly 
tbe rosult of deliberate. Intentional 
violation of law They are partly the 
result of Ignorance, ill breeding, bad 
inheritance and almost lrreaUtible so- 
cial forces. Society hss tried for 
many years the experiment of curing 
sin by punishing It. It Is high tiros 
that society tried the experiment of 
curing crime by removing Ihe cr.usss 
wnii h produce It and by treuilng tbs 
criminal as a diseased or Insane per- 
eon, to be sent to a hospital for reme- 
dial measures. 

"WV can put our whole philosophy 
on ihls subject In a aentence, thus. It 
should be the object of society, not 
to tit' the punlBhment to the offense, 
but to Hie offender Or. In another 
sentence, thus The obje. t or all pun 
mhmcni should be luiative. not puni- 
tive: Kb object should he lo punish 
crime only that il rouy cure crime, 
flral in Hie Individual, uext lu society

The (table bet ome* Infect 
ed. a» It were, and also the utenalla 
that come In contact wllh the milk 
The germ* lodge In the rrevlcr* of the 
utenalla and readily propagate In the 
warm milk Thp cure Ilea In absolute 
i leanllneaa All utensil* ahould lie 
thoroughly araldrd l.lmr la an ex- 
cellent destroyer of all germ life The 
utenalla may bp given a coating of the 
alaked lime, then wa.hed In boiling 
water. It may be neoenaury to give 
the alable a thorough cleaning with 
lime need aa whltewaab.
